Will Be A Real Asset To Town If Put Through

Following are the proceedings of 
the Council of the Town of Wain- 
wright at its regular meeting in the 
Council Chamber of the ‘lown of 
Wainwright at 8:00 o'clock p.m. on 
Tuesday, the 8rd day of April, 1934. 

The members of Council present at 
this meeting were Mayor Forster 
and Councillors’ Link, Coursier, 
Welch, Adams and Billing. 

The recorded proceedings of Coun- 
cil at its regular meeting of Febru- 
ary 20th, 1934 were ead and, on 
motion, were adopted and confirmed 
as written. 

The Committee on Public 
reported as follows: 

We have made a survey of the 
drainage system, the condition of 
the roads and side walk facilities. 
We find that a considerable program 
of drainage ditches and culverts are 
required, 

Approximately 500 feet of culvert 
is urgently required. By a system 
of open ditches and the said culverts 
we believe the adequate drainage ot 
the town can be obtained. 

We purpose handling the drain- 
age, the roads and sidewa:k improve- 
ment according to a set plan. All 
improvements and work proposed 
will be of a permanent nature. The 
extent of work wiil depend entirely 
on the funds available but all work 
wii be consolidated so that pian can 
be expanded from year to year. 

We are negotiating for gravel to 
complete at least one block of road 
this year, topping it with asphalt if 
possible. We contemplate using a 
heavy grader on all our roads and 
scarifying the Main Street before 
grading. . 

As regards sidewalks: 

We ‘purpose laying a 5 foot walk 
flanked with 2x6 sunk 2 and tnen 
filled with cinders. After this is 
packed it can be finished with an as- 
phalt surface. Approximately $50.00 
a block will complete first cost. 

A complete estimate of extent of 
work program and funds required 
will be furnished later, 

On motion, the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Works was accepted 
and incorporated in the proceedings 
of the meeting, 

On motion, it was unanimously re- 
solved taat the Secretary-Treasurer 
notify Mr. E, E. Tory, drawing his 
attention to the fire hazard existing 
on his lot 15 in block 34 Plan 6445 V 
and requesting that he take immedi- 
ate steps to remedy the condition. 

The following accounts of tne 
Wainwright Municipal Hospital Dis- 
trict Number 17 were submitted to 
Council for payment, viz: Mrs. E. G. 
Boyd, $9.00; Roy Berray, $9.00 and 
Lorne Guthrie $9.00 and $34.00. 

On motion, it was resolved that 
Council assume no responsibility ii 
connection with these accounts.

Council, and, on motion, it was un- 
animously resolved that the Town of 
Wainwright will not join the Union 
for the current year, 

On motion, it was unanimously re- 
solved that, on payment of the nomin- 
al fee of $1.00, Alexandria County 
L.O.L. C.70 be granted tht use of the 
Agricultural grounds for the holding 
of their celebration on July 12th, 
1934. . 

On motion, the Secretary-Trea- 
surer was instructed to notiiy tne 
owners of the several dairies, offering 
milk or milk and cream for sale 
within the Town of Wainwright 
drawing their attention to the necess. 
ity of making. written agplication 
for license and making payment of 
tees required under By-Law Number 
203 and amendments thereto, that 
the matter may be adjusted before 
the next regular meeting of Council. 

The Committee on Fire, Light and 
Utilities submitted the following re. 
port, viz: 

We the Committee beg to report 
as follows; that we have this day 
examined and tested out all fire hy- 
drants and find each hydron. in per- 
fect readiness in case of fire, plenty 
of water and pressure fio.n all hy- 
drants. 

All other fire fighting 
is in good order. 

We recommend strongly that this 
Council purchase and instal a tie 
siren as our present system of alarm 
is both crude and inefficient. 

On motion, the report of the Com- 
mittee on Fire, Light and Utilities 
was accepted and incorporated in the 
proceedings of the meeting.

The Western fea Outlook 


FF. Sweeting, Industrial Commissioner, Western Lines, Canadian Pacific Ratl- 
way, declares that confidence in the outlook for 1934 business is*the domi- 
nant feature of the Western situation, Signs are not lacking in many parts 
of Canada that we are slowly emerging from the. depression of the past 
four years. Improvement appears to be more noticeable. in the Bastern 
parts of Canada, where some acceleration is apparent in the manufacturing 
industries. In the West where we depend almost entirely on ture 
recovery will necessarily be more slow in coming. Ag a matter of fact we 
cannot hope for any great degree. of prosperity whilst agriculture lan- 
guishes. A good crop, fair prices for our wheat, and a market for our pro- 
ducts are the needful factors. Mr. Sweeting says that improvement in 
trade, together with the realization that an upturn is now noticeable, has 
brought back the more satisfactory feeling that it is possible to consider 
that a period of trade and industrial expansion is, to a moderate degree, 
justified. Anticipated during the last few months, it 4s not difficult to ven 
ture the statement that every effort is being put forth to increase the 
volume of business throughout the West by methods that are most Ukely 
to react favourably. 

It is, of course, too early to state what programmé of new develop- 
ment is likely, though enquiries towards the end of last year appeared to 
indicate that some industrial expansion of note might take place during the 
Present year, and that. there may be mote money available for building 
operations of all classes. In this relation, there should certainly be a dis- 
tinct improvement over 1933 if necessary requirements are to be met in the 

“erection of houses and commercial buildings, quite apart from ahy factory 


expansion. Any programme of moderate size would soon improve the home. 


lumber market, which has been nearly at a standstill for some time, a 
the export business has been showing important increases. 

The mining industry is looking for a steady improvement, and activities 
in relation to development would show a confidént ‘outlook in‘this respect. 


In British Columbia, Manitoba and western Ontario work continués on an|_ 


increasingly larger scale, which wili bring some important properties into 
production during the present year. 

The Western agricultural situation is a matter of constant study of 
Ways and means to bring it to @ more stabilized level but, in the mean- 
while, the Western agriculturist is bent on carrying on with ever-improving 
‘ methods in the production of grain and livestock, having in view that ulti- 

mately his returns will justify confidence in Western Canada and its pro- 
ducts. This is considered to be a reasonable attitude that will eventually 
realize greater value for farm products, more especially as the major effort 
is towards a higher standard that will meet export market requirements. 
This work is already showing results that further the belief that the cor- 
rect course is being followed, 

In Alberta and to some éxtent in Saskatchewan and Manitoba, drilling 
for oil and gas is to be continued. The Alberta programme is to be of 
considerable size, according to present indications, the more southern field 
getting the larger share of the proposed operations. 

The sodium sulphate industry of Saskatchewan increased its production 
during 1938, and it is anticipated other deposits ‘will be brought into opera- 
tion during the present year. The clay areas of southern Saskatchewan 
continue to cause interest, awaiting further development at ‘such time that 

capital and growing markets are availble. 
: The fishing industry of the inland lakes of the three’ Prairie Provinces 
is being fully investigated in order that the marketing of the products of 
these lakes may possibly be put on a better footing, and efforts are being 
made to expand the marketable areas for whitefish, as well as for other 
classes of fish that are available in large paar tine from the fresh water 
lakes of the West.

Saw Dreams Realized 


Late Walter Wellman Made First 
Attempt To Fly Atlantic 

The death of Walter Wellman in 
New York vividly-recalled to old- 
timers in Chicago the long, anxious 
days in 1906, 1909 and 1910, when 
they waited for news of the auda- 
cious attempts of the pioneer airman 
to reach the north pole and to cross 
the Atlantic ocean in a lighter-than- 
air ship.

Wales Takes Canadian Steel

Canada for the first time in her in- 
dustrial history, the Guardian says, 
is supplying South Wales with her 
steel in competition with the im- 
ports received from Belgium, Ger- 
many, France and Sweden, 

The steamer Grey County recently 
arrived at Newport with 3,600 -tons 
of Canadian steel billets and further 
cargoes of this product are ex- 
pected. 

“Although there is a heavy duty 
on foreign steel,” the paper says, 
“South Wales still imports about 
18,000 tons per.week, which is used 
for conversion into tinplates. Can- 
ada recently gave an order for 1,- 
000,000 boxes of Welsh tinplates and 
an endeavor is being made to create 
a reciprocal trade between South 
Wales and the Dominions,” 


Increased Demand For Rubber 


Modern Motor Cars Using 
Than Ever Before 

The yearly output of from 30 to 
40 rubber trees is required to supply 
tires, tubes and parts for each mod- 
ern car, according to American en- 
gineers. In 1925 the average car 
used about 3 lbs. of rubber parts in 
addition to the rubber in tires and 
tubes, while 1933 models carry from 
30 lbs. to 60 Ibs. of rubber parts. 
More than 90 per cent. of modern 
cars use at least 30 Ibs. to 40. Ibs. 
of rubber made up into 11 or 12 
classes of parts, ranging from spark 
plug caps and’ door bumpers to 
torque spring insulators and engine 
mountings.

In Paris the reduction is 3314%, in 
London 21%, in Nice 26%, in Genoa 
66%, in Rome 50%, in Naples 60%, 
in Lucerne 38%, In Interlaken 40%, 
in Heidelberg 25%, in Cologne 35%, 
in Amsterdam 41%, and in Brussels 
23%. : 

Railway fares have been lowered 
in many countries. In Holland, for 
instance, the redtiction hag been as 
much as 22%, in France 30%, in 
Poland 25%, ih Switzerland 30%. 

Taxis have come down consider- 
ably; in Amsterdam, for instance, a 
taxi ride, regardless of the distance 
covered, costs you only 27c, half as 
much as in 1926. 

Organized sight-seeing tours in 
Europe are considerably reduced. In 
Paris, they are 25%, in Nice 28%, 
in London 14%, in Brussels 22%, in 
Rome 25%, and in Heidelberg 37% 
less than in 1926.

RESEARCH WORK 


Toronto.—Elimination of an an- 
nual~$20,000,000 loss to the wheat 
farmers of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan has been effected by the re- 
search bureat of Canada through 
the development of strains of wheat 
which are immune to rust, according 
to Dr. H. M. Tory, head of the 
bureau. . 

Addressing the high school  prin- 
cipals’ section of the Ontario Hduca- 
tional Association here, Dr. Tory 
said the research, conducted by the 
council, the federal department of 
agriculture and the three prairie uni- 
versities, cost only $250,000. 

Since 1916, the total loss from 
black stem rust, he said, was $600,- 
000,000. In 1924, research was start- 
ed to overcome the tremendous- loss. 
Within a short time, he said, new 
wheat strains would be distributed to 
the rust-infected areas. 

“Recently, when I was cee 
to “justify the expenditures made, I 
stated I was prepared to demon- 
strate to any body of reasonable men 
that we had already repaid to the 
people of Canada, in work done, the 
total cost of the researcli council to 
date,” he said. ‘ 

Another successful research was 
in connection with the fishing indus- 
try of the Maritime provinces, he 
said. An annual loss amounting to 
$500,000 resulted from deterioration 
of the’ processed product, but the 
loss had been completely eliminated 
by the council at a cost of $5,000.

Hon. G. M. Weir Advocates More

Extend Powers Of Alberta — 
. ,. Control Board 
Edmonton.—With the object of 
giving battle to the bootlegger, the 
provincial government has brought 
dc @ bill in the legislature extend- 
ing { pdwers of the liquor control 


One of the principal provisions 
gives the board power to extend the 
closing hour for‘ vendors’ ‘stores, 
which is now 8 p.m., the purpose of 
this. is to check te sales by boot- 
leggers. 

‘The new act also changes the prés- 
ent provisions as to $2 yearly and 50 
cent single purchase permits. It 
provides for one class of permit, fees 
for which will be in the discretion of 
the lieutenant-governor-in-council. In 
all likelihood, the new fees will be 
much lower than those now required. 


MOVE TO BOOST 
AND STABILIZE 
WHEAT PRICES 


Rome.—World wheat experts gath- 
ered here for conferences that may 
write agricultural and economic his- 
tory by boosting and stabilizing 
wheat prices through an ihternation- 
al agreement and point the way to 
other recovery efforts. 

Minimum quotations for wheat ex- 
ports were considered the chief topic 
for discussion during the meetings, 
but legislative measures to increase 
consumption of wheat and the con- 
trol of all shipments also were im- 
portant items on the agenda. 

The permanent advisory commis- 
sion of countries signing an inter- 
national wheat export limitation pact 
last year was represented as desirous 
of reaching “a_,world agreement to 
raise the minimum export wheat 
price at least 25 per cent., and ex- 
perts said that a boost of 30 or even 
35 per cent. would be more welcome. 

The present world parity, based on 
the average price of all parcels of 
imported wheat of all grades sold 
during the week at British ports, is 
a little more than 40 gold cents a 
bushel. 

If the advisory commission agrees 
to recommend a minimum price to 
the governments, and the nations 
agree, the minimum quotation will 
be about 55 gold cents. 

A canvass by the Associated Press 
of the delegates showed the follow- 
ing reaction to the plan:

It is the devil’s privilege to quote 
scripture as authority, distorting it 
for his purpose, bat I have turned to 
the ancient dispute -between. Jacob 
and his uncle, not to secure author. 
ity for the rights of property but 
rather to illustrate the earliest steps 
in human progress. And again you 
may say “old stuff.” You may tell 
me that covenants and titles to pro- 
perty and all that sort of thing were 
all right under normal conditions but 
are all wrong or, at least, inipractic- 
able in these time» when conditions: 
are not at all normal. Having in 
mind the direct object of our en- 
quiry namely, farm credit, you will 
probably remind me of the position 
of the farmer who borrowed money 
when wheat was above the dollar 
level and now finds himself with a 
mortgage and wheat somewhere 
about fifty cents a bushel. 

It was with that very condition in 
mind that I began at the beginning. 
The problem of who owns what, with 
the relation of one’s self to other 
selves, is as pressing today as it was 
in the days of Genesis while the 
main issues are not basically aiterec. 
The problem of “ownership” of land 
under mortgage is of special impox:- 
ance to Canadians pecause the 
country’» national economy has been 
built largely around agriculture. 
‘Thought on the subject has been 
naturally confused by _ self-interest, 
but somewhere there must be truta 
in the tangled skein. We want it,

Looking back it is apparent that 
human progress in material comforts 
did not begin until the rights of pro- 
perty had been recognized and mea- 
sures had been taken for their ob. 
servance.. No sooner had- men be- 
gun to settle down than they began 
to buy land and weigh out silver 
that they might call it their “own”. 
Then they commenced to build - and 
develop what they owned that, later 
on, they and their families might 
enjoy the fruits of their labor. 
Primitive men spent, or consumed, 
what they got from day to day witn. 
out regard to the needs of the mor- 
row. Progress began only when men 
learned to gave and expand. what 
they ‘saved. The proceeding - made 
necessary a public recognition of 
what belonged to one man and what 
to another or, in other words, it in- 
volved the necessity of titte. 

It was not an easy thing to bring 
about respect for what belonged to 
others. Those men of Genesis were 
hot-blooded tribesmen wandering 
about the plains with herds and 
flocks and not‘at all disposed to re- 
cognize anything as belonging to 
another when they wanted it tor 
themselves. Solemn ceremonies, de- 
signed to appeal to theit sense of 
honour, were introduced by which 
men pledged themselves to respect 
their neighbor's belongings, and 
these ceremonies became known as 
covenants.

But how- many of these would 
be kept, I wonder, if the disease- 
carrying proclivities of these cats 
way understood Ly the majority? 

Cats are subject to the following 


diseases common to man: 
cough, anthrax, ringworm, mange, 
tape.worm, trachina, glanders, 
sleeping.sickness, pulmonary  dis- 
Romatov:s and Asiatic liver fluke. 
Evidence ‘also’ shows that the cat 
has been known.to carry to man, 
either mechanically on its fur, or 
by having the disease itself; diphth. 
eria, bubonic plague, scarlet fever, 
smallpox, mange and ringworm, 
How. many times have parerits been 
mystified by the source of their in. 
fection? When the disease first ap- 
pears in town, the child is forbidden 
to play with his friends but has to 
stay in his own yard and play with 
pussy. No thought is given to the 
scavenging habits of the cat which 
will prowl from garbage can, and 
even the well fed cat does this, 
picking up tid-bits, and, incidently, 
germs, which it promptly brings 
home and’ transfers to those who 
fondle it. Probably many cases of 
that dread disease, infantile paralysis 
are caused in this way. 

What good do the cats do to off- 
set this great danger? None! And 
nowadays we live in communities 
which are too thickly populated to 
warrant a superabundance of any 
animal, be it cat, dog, bird, or pig. 
Favor should be given to those 
creatures which are doing the most 
good, and not to those which are do- 
ing the most harm,

_TEXT: Genesis 3: 1 - 5. ‘ 


In these words we have an account 
of man’s first temptation. “Such a 
stéry holds our interest and pulsates 
with real life. Sonte one has defined 
temptation as the voice of evil where 
good is dominant, Here, we hear the 
insinuations of the evil one to our 
fires parents as they launch out upon 
their moral career. They vere not 
alone in their experience, All who 
have lived since have been exposed 
to temptation. I wish to make a few 


_ observations about temptation and 


suggest ways by which it may be 
overcome, 


Temptation is a great uhiversal, 
fact of life. Every sermon is not 
equally interésting to all hearers. 
The preacher iv often aware of in- 
attentive faces, the yawn, the twitter 
which say I have no particular iu- 
terest in your sermon. When I come 
to speak on “Temptation” I leave no 
one out. No two faces are exactly 
alike and our lives may be just as 
individual as our faces, but we are 
all alike here. Temptation like sor- 
row, pain and death is a ~universal 
fact of life. Further temptation is 
individual, But that, I mean,’ that 
the same thing is not a temptation 
to all. The husband as he goes out 
to be the bread winner meets temp- 
tations. They differ from those of 
the mother who labors in the home, 
but she has temptations also. Tie 
youngman, the youngwoman and the 
children have their temptatio:. 
There is no exception. No _ respect- 
or of persons. Fay down what ever 
ransom you may there is no possibil- 
ity of buying yourself from tempta- 


tion. You may be rich but = sor 
every dvor riches shucs in the hare 
ol temptation. One struggle  be- 
live with only the thoughts of tue 
Lest minds a..d yet full be-ore the 


temptation of intellectual seifishness 
.you may be m.ns.er but your posi- 
tion does not smeid you from the 
temp.er. in tact, it seems to me, 
you must come into tighter grips 
with nim. You may refuse to ‘take 
yourseli to the desert but that does 
not iree you from temptation. 

‘the story is told or St. Anthony, 

of Alexandria, who betook himseii 
to the widerness: but shortly after 
returned saying “The temptations of 
the city may be great, but they can- 
not compare with the temptations of 
There is no escape 
Bunyan said ‘The devil dia n-t piay 
in tempting one’ Thos A . Kemes 
“T'nere is no order so holy, no place 
so secret but what temptations en- 
ters.” Even an apostle said “when 
I would be good evil iv present with 
me.” ‘The perfect life was temp. 
ted as few realize, We speak o1 his 
temptations in the wiidersess, when 
hungered, as if that were the begin. 
ning and ending of temptation in 
his life. He said to his desciple “ye 
are they that continued wita me in 
my temptation” The desciple had nat 
been chosen at the time of the re- 
corded temptation, so life from the 
manger to the tomb was one sceue 
of tehmptation, One struggle be- 
tween his own will and that of Hi» 
Father. You may ask why is it we 
cannot escape temptation’ Because 
tne root of temptation is in our- 
selves, James 1; 13 -' 14. 
Say “Let no man say when he ig 
tempted. I am tempted of God for 
God cannot be tempted with evil 
neither tempteth he any man. But 
every man is tempted when he is 
drawn away of his own lust and en. 
ticed.” 

When our impulse are aroused by 
the prospects of evil we are said .9 
be tempted. Supposed evil speaks to 
us. We can never get away from 
temptation for we can never get 
away from ourselves. We carry oir 
instincts with us. What a wise 
prayer to. utter “Lead us not into 
temptation.” Yes lead us into other 
places but save us from temptation. 

If you have visited an observatory 
you will have noticed that all the 
machinery which registers seismic 
movement is deep down in the 
ground as not to be affected by local 
disturbancés, such as passing trans 
and trucks. I know of no such place 
in the moral world. I have not : dis- 
covercd such and believe it undis- 
coverable. God-in His wisdom has 
planned that we must meet tempta. 
tion. 

After all temptation is God's 
workshop in which he makes men 
and women. The wind and storms 
give strength and fibre to the oak. 
Rain and sunshine are necessary if 
the flower is to have fragrance, 
symmetry and beauty. Gold is refined 
in a crucible. If our manhood is to 


be beautiful we must know what it 
is to. battle long and hard with temp- 
tation. 


In each temptation there are twu 


possibilities that of de.eat and that , 
of victory and through victory 
vrengthening. 

“Why come temptation buat for us 
to meet and win and thus be pedes- 
talled in triumph.” 

I presume we are all interested in 
Christian character, {[ so interpret 
your reading ‘this sermon, Chrisuan 
character is ‘the nations greates. as- 
set. God, cannot build a society 
worthy of Himself and man witadut 
this quality. Character is acquited 
as we méet and overcome temptaicsou. 
We learn to reinforce ourseives with 
God’s power and grace. 

The man who arts .with the tide 
ig on the road to destruction. The 
precipice iy in the offing. But the 
man who faces the current, setting 
his sail Godward is un the highway 
to manhood. 

Now having recognized certain 
facts about temptation we pass to 
answer the question. how can i over. 
come temptation successfully? if 
there is no heaven except ay I fight 
and win how can I fight and _ over- 
come, 

Aid No. 1. Shun the first suggestion 
ot evil. Someone has a.alysed sin 
taus (a) a _ Suggestion of evil, (b) 
vivid imagination ot it; (c) we have 
desire for it,.(d) we yieid. To suc- 
cessfully cope with temptation we 
must recognize it in its beginnings 
While still only a potentiality. 

Pope: “Vice is a monster ot 
frightful mien. 

As to be hated needs but to be seen 

But seen too off, tamiliar with her 
face 

We first endure, then pity, then em- 
brace.” 

The pity is we keep suggestions of 
evil hovering around and with eom- 
placency wnat at first we scorned. 
Familiarity did not breed the suppos- 
ed contempt. We must nip sin in 
the bud, cast it away as deadly poi- 
son, Learn to say tempter “Get 
thee behind me. Thou savorest not 
the things that be of God.” 

Aid No. 2. Know yourself, The 
general who goes into battle without 
a knowledge of his men courts de- 
feat. Soaman should know his 
own moral and physical make up. 
The man who wants to be done with 
drink should not loiter around the 
beer parlor or keep it handy at home. 
To do so is to play with fire. 
The man who wants something for 
nothing should keep away from the 
gambling joint. So we might go the 
whole round. 

After all these are negative tactics 
We need positive helps. It is not 
to cease to do evil we must learn 
to do well. Christian living ig not 
expressed in don’ts. 

How do we get darkness out of a 


suca 


room. We cannot bail it out or 
sweep it out. We must pull the 
shades and let the light stream in. 


So we exclude and bar out. sin by 
introducing good. Vice is supplant- 
ed by virtue. 

Povitive Aid, No. 1. Every one 
who wants to be victorious over sin, 
and temptation should have. a_  de- 
finite Christian task. I cannot take 
time to discuss what constitutes a 
call but men do need to interpret 
their vocation as God given Hymn- 
ist” Let none hear you idly saying 
there is nothing I can do.” The old 
adage “Satan still has something for 
idle hands to do” is true. There is 
no mind or life so hard to enter as 
the preoccupied. Scripture tells or 
a house swept and garnished but re. 
occupied by seven devils. Work is 
an antidote against the inroads of 
evil. 

The individue] who keeps aloof in 
church work is creating defeat, One 
should launch out to a vigorous pro- 
gramme for God and society. 

Aid No, 2. Place wholesome re- 
creation. 

‘The trend of events is towards 
more leisure. Large industrial firms 
interested in efficiency are p'anning 
the holiday term for their work men. 
They want them r--.reatei by the.r 
leisure.Anyone in contact with real 
life knows. the temptations which 
come to men to indulge in the period 
of relaxation. 

How to pilot men past our festive 
seasong is the question in many 4 
home. I fear that the church — has 
not seen the relation between tem. 
ptation and relaxation. We should 
plan wholesale recreation which re- 
creates men and sends them lack 
into the game of life to play it bet- 
ter. Ennoblement through relaxa- 
tion is essential. Play and worship 
must contribute to the enrichment of

The .manager of the firm 
says: ‘Textile firms are sending us 
their cloth and we are printing glass 
and metal or silk or wool on it. The 
secret is in the ink. 


“We have found a fmethod by} 


which, for example, powdered syn- 
thetic glass made into a liquid can 
be printed on to cotton or any other 
material and made so fast that if 
afterwards you wash, iron and boil 
the material, and scrub it for ter 
minutes with a nail brush you will 
not be able to remove the glass. 

“The possibilities of these glass- 
printed fabrics are wide. They can 
be used for evening frocks, for shoes 
and hats, and for stage curtains and 
dresses. We can print the glass on 
to wood or leather, paper or card- 
board. We can make clothes of gold 
and silver.”

OCEAN DEPTHS 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Much has been written about the 
conquering of Mount Everest and 
other great mountain peaks but few 
people have interested themselves in 
the other extreme in ‘nature, the 
deepest depths of the ocean. Mount 
Everest in the Himalayas is some 
29,000 feet high, but in the Swire 
Deep, off the island of Mindanao—in 
the Phillipines, the sea is 32,088 feet 
in depth. The average depth of the 
ocean is considered to be about 12,- 
600 feet, or nearly two and a fourth 
miles. : 

Little sunlight goes down farther 
than 1500 feet, and below that level 
there is utter darkness, and the 
water is so cold that were it fresh, 
anc ut the surface, it would freeze. 
No platt life exists here, but there 
are many fish, who depend for their 
food solely on particles that come 
down from Le surface of the sea. 
These fieh live where the pressure of 
the water is two tons to the square 
inch. Because: their tissues are so 
porous that they absorb sufficient 
water to balance the pressure on the 
outside, these fish are quite at home 
with that tremendous force pounding 
on them from all sides. 

Fish living in these ocean depths 
have one peril that confronts no 
other living creature, the danger of 
falling upwards. If these fish rise 
too far above the bottom of the sea, 
the gas in their swim-bladders ex- 
pands, and they are forced towards : 
tae surface wheie the bladder bursts 
or the fish “explodes”. 

Even the most severe storms do 
not disturb the water to a depth of 
more than 300 feet and so the deeps 
are always still, dark and cold. 
Strange fish ‘cruise around in the 
depths and occasionally there comes 
to rest a dead whale or some other 
saturated object from the higher 
levels.
